HERCHANTS OPPOSE. PLANS 


Send Representatives to Indianapolis To

TRIED TO KEEP THE.MATTER SECRET 


Silence Is Pledged with the Distinct 
Understanding That the Com- 
mission’s Bill Shall Never 
Become a Law in Pres- 
ent Form. 


Indianapol!ls, Ind., January 26.—The Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York, repre- 
senting thousands of business houses and 
capital, through its 
representatives to the monetary convention, 
has announced that the bill incorporating 
the plan of the commission wil! be fought 


$n congress in its present form and changes 


must be made in it. The representatives, 
Alvah Trowbridge, vice president of the 
National Bank of North America; James 
McCreery, Richard Cross, of Morton, Bliss 
& Co.; J. D. Eddy, of Flint, Eddy & Co., 
and James B. Dill, counsel for the associa- 
tion, came here prepared to protest on the 
floor of the convention and offer amend- 


“ments. Leaders of the movement argued 


to them the importance of aie united 


- front; to secure some action from congress 


toward currency reform, and they content- 
ed themselves with filing thejr proposed 
changes with the convention, which rail- 
roaded them to the resolutions committee 
unread, and they died there. The represen- 
tatives are anxious for currency reform 
and so agreed not to make the fight at the 


“present stage. 


Mr. Cross sald there was little chance of 
the bill ever passing, so the matter would 
be allowed to rest for the present in its 
present shape. He said under the plan it 
would be possible for swindlers to organize 
a chain of banks, place the stock in irre- 
sponsible hands, loot the concerns with 
straw investments and leave the honest 
banks to bear the loss. 

The representatives were averse to talk- 
ing on account of their agreement with 
the leaders of the movement to maintain 
The New York delegation or- 
ganized without recognizing the Merchants’

this time is with the distinct understanding 
that the bill will never become a law in its 
present form. Should there be any chance 
of its becoming a law the fight will be 
opened against it.

ARE THROUGH WITH BUSINESS. 


Monetary Convention Adopt Resolu- 
tions and Adjourn. 
Indianapolis, Ind., January 26.—It was rot 
expected that the monetary convention 
would remain in session more than two 
days, and this expectation was realized. 


It settled down to work promptly at 10 


o'clock this morning and adjourned at 2 


o'clock, subject to the call of the chairman, 

It was a convention that was notable 
for the prominence of its delegates in busi- 
ness circles and for the large number who, 
at the sacrifice of their pr.vate interests, 
made the long journey to Indianapolis to 
emphasize by their presence their strong 
sympathy with the movemal: for currency 
reform. The number of bankers who at- 
tended was limited to less than a dozen. 
The remainder of the 400 delegates were 
representatives of the various commercial 
bodies, with a sprinkling of politcal econ- 
omists, prominent among whom was Pro- 
fessor Taussig, of Harvard university.. 
Their business through, many of the deie- 
gates returned to their homes this after- 
noon, 

E. J. Parker, of Illinois, “presented a 
resolution approving the efforts of the 
National Business League to forward a 
movement to establish a national depart- 
ment of commerce and industries, the head 
of which shall be a member of the cabi- 
net. 

Mr. Fairchild, ex-secretary of the treas- 
ury, said that the commiss‘on had done its 
work under the specifications of the con- 
vention of 1897. He said: 

“A government should try to learn facts 
and conform its laws thereto. Men in the 
Past have had standards of value and medi- 
ums of exchange, or currency or circulating 
mediums or whatever name you may give 
them, with no laws save the customs of 
business; these they can have in the future 
Without statutes and they will.have them 
in spite of statutes if statutes stand in the 
Way of the irresistible force of the con- 
curring habits of men. 

“A fact of civilization is that men meas-~ 
ure value by gold, whatever be the stand- 
ard named in law, Men will continue to 
measure value by ‘gold until, by the con- 
currence of their habits, they evolve some- 
thing that suits their purposes better. 

He said the commission’s report was an 
attempt to remove natural barriers of law 
4nd to make a statute supplement-and as- 
Sist the laws which the habits of busines? 
men had evolved: 

“Gentlemen, your right to meet, to have 
And speak your opinions, to make your pe- 
tition and to win to your cause the peop.e 
of our country, is older than our govern- 
ment, is declared in the bil! of rights and 
imbedded in the constitution of the United 
States. The spirit that brings you here is 
that which makes possible and is the con- 
dition precedent to a government of the 
people. We claim no more than this high 
and ancient right and no less. 

“Your authority is no more 
which can be given by the cot 
acter, wisdom and patriotism of

mighty business,. whose brain and money 
&.ve life to that without which army, navy, 
a nation’s glory, its government even, can- 
not be. this you are the delegated 
representatives: your authority is this—no 
more, and no less.’”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Fairchild’s ad- 
dress a motion was made and carried that 
when the convention adjourned it be sub- 


. Ject to the call of ‘the executive commit- 


tee. Permanent Chairman Shaw here de- 
clared that “this convention never ad- 
journs,” and Mr Stannard, of Missouri, 
took the gavel to preside. ; 

The next speaker was Congressman Jesse 
Overstreet, of the Indiana pol's district, who 
introduced the monetary bill into congress. 
Mr. Overstreet commended the commission’s 
work. “This is no time for stopping this 
movement,’’ said he. 

Mr. Overstrect thought the bill would re- 
ceive the thorough attention of congress, 
and said that Speaker Reed would in no 
Way retard its careful consideration. “If 
we are defeated,’’ said he, “‘we shall not be 
conquered.”’ 

C. C. Homer, of Baltimore, urged the 
importance of organization and said that 
ongress should understand that this plan 
was the will of the people. 


The Resolutions. 


Mr. Wheelock, of Minnesota, chairman of 
the committee on resolutions, asked John 
C. Bullitt, of Philadelphia, to read the 
reso:ut.ons. The resolutions recognize the 
convention’s obligations to the executive 
committee and cordially approve the plan 
of currency reform submitted by the com- 
mittee, which is set out as follows: 

“1. To remove at onee and forever al! 
doubt as to what the standard of value 
in the United States is and is to be. 

2 To eSiablish the credit of the United 
States at the Highest point among tne 
nations of the worid. 

"3. To eliminate from our currency sys- 
tem those features which reason and ex- 
perience show to be elements of weakness 
and dange.. 

4. To provide @ paper currency converti- 
ble into gold and equal to it in value at 
ail times and places, in which w.ith a vol- 
ume adequate to the general and usual 
needs of business, there shall be com bitfed 
& quality of growth and elasticity, through 
wich it will adjust itself automaticaliy 
and promptly to all variations of demand, 
Whether sudden or gradual, and which 
shall distribute itself throughout the coun- 
try as the wants of different sections may 
require. 

“S. To so utilize the existing silver dol- 
lars as to maintain their parity with gold 
Without imposing undue burdens on the 
treasury. 

“6. To avoid any injurious contraction 
of the currency. 

‘T. To avoid the issue of interest-bearing 
bonds, except in case of unlooked-for -mer- 
gency: but to confer the power to issue 
bonds vhen necessary fer the preservation 
of the credit of the government. 

8. To accomplish these ends by a plan 
Which would lead from our present con- 
fused and uncertain situation by gradual 
and progressive steps, without shock or 
violent change, to a monetary system 
which will be thcroughly safe and good, 
and capable of growth to any extent that 
the country may require. 

“Apprcving of the expressed purposes of 
the commission, end of its plans, we do 
most earnestly and cordially commend it 
to our fellow citizens as worthy of their 
approval and adoption, and we urge upon 
the congress of the United States that the 
principles «mbodied by the commission in 
their report should be enacted into law 
with the belief and expectation that the 
effect would be to secure a solid, substan- 
tiol and stable financial system foat would 
redound to the credit of the country and 
insure a state of prosperity that cannot be 
achieved unless there is a system of 
finance, the integrity and adaptability of 
which cannot be questioned or gainsaid. 

“The time has now come when the pros- 
pects for the establishment of the gold 
standard wpon a firm and enduring basis 


ere Drightetnng ang encour-ging: ‘The-peo- 


ple want a. note currency which sha!! be as 
good as gold. This movement proposes to 
bring about that resufit. 

“The peopie want a ‘volume of currency 
adequate to the genéral and usual needs of 
business,’ with a quality of growth and elas- 
ticity through which ft will adjust itseif au- 
tomatically and promptiy to all varia- 
tions of demand, whether sudden or grad- 
ual, 

“The people of the western and southern 
states wish the issues so distributed as that 
scarcity of currency will no longer hamper 
and distress them in their business opera- 
tions. A method is proposed whereby thetr 
wants can be supplied and their demands 
can be complied with. 

‘“‘We appeal to them—we appeal to all 
patriotic citizens to unite with us in an 
earnest and determined effort to secure 
from congress such legislation as will wisely 
but surely eventuate in bringing about 
sound financial methods, and in, building 
up and establishing confidence, security 
and safety In bus’ness transactions and in 
the ownership and value of property. 

“That the executive committee be con- 
tinued, with power and authority to add to 
their number and to fill any vacancies 
which may oceur, and also with power and 
authoritv to adopt such measures for pro- 
eur'nge the nee-led iezgislation from congress; 
as they, in their judgment, may deem iud- 
visable and expedient.’’ 

Mr. Bullitt spoke at length in favor of 
the resolutions and as a gold democrat 
urged concentrated effort looking to cur- 
rency reform without regard to party ties. 
The resolutions were discussed in five-min- 
ute speeches. 

Mr. Bullitt deplored the position of the 
democratic party on the money question. 
He said he was very much in earnest in the 
question of currency reform. Both parties 
had done a great deal of coquett-ng as to 
the question of silver and gold. He ex- 
pressed the belief that many southern 
states rad voted for free silver from fear 
of negro domination, rather than from 
an honest belief in the principles of free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Concluding, Mr. Bullitt said: 

“T should be very glad if the honorabie 
chairmen of this meeting, or some other 
gentleman who stands high in the repubii- 
can councils, could give a proper warning, 
which would be heard and heeded, too, 
that if the republican party proposed to 
themselves to perpetuate that power in the 
United States they must—with sincerity of 
purpose and earnestness of conviction and 
promptness and dispatch—show to the peo- 
ple of this country that they are what they 
profess to be; in favor of the gold standard 
and of proper currency reform. 


Governor Bullock’s Remarks. 


Rufus Bullock. of Atlanta, Ga., said: 
“In those states in the south where 


there is any danger of the numerical 
sirength of the negroes we are adopting a 
franchise based upon property and intelli- 
gence, When that danger has disappeared, 
it will find our penple as patriotic, as hon- 
est, as ready to sustain every good issue 
as any people on God’s green earth. 

General Simon Buckner, of Kentucky, 
who was a candidate for vice president on 
the ticket with General Palmer, of Illinois, 
expressed himself as pleased with the 
commission’s plan. He said the report pro- 
posed to carry out an axiom.

IN HAVANA HARBOR 


The Maine and Alfonso XIII Lie Near 
Each Other, 


ALL IS QUIET IN THE CITY

Extra Guards Around American Con- 
sulate and Along the Wharves. 


COMMANDER OF THE MAINE VISITS LEE 


Blanco’s Journey Will Prove Fruit- 
less—Carried Money To Buy Off 
Insurgent Chiefs. 


Havana, January 26.—The city is entirely 
quiet ton’'ght. The Maine lies at anchor 
near the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XIII. 

Many persons believe that fhe presence 
of the American warship here is designed 
to hring about disturbances on the streets 
of Havana when the American sailors and 
marines land. This morning two battal- 
ions of infantry and a sgection of artillery 
arrived from the province of Pinar del 
Rio. | 

The government has re-enforced the po- 
lice at the American consulate, and along 
the wharves, as a precaution against any 
attempts to provoke a collision when the 
marines and crew of the United States 
warsh:p Maine come ashore. 


Officer Visits Consul Lee. 

Washington, January 26.—The latest ad- 
vices received here from Havana is a ca- 
blegram from Consul General Lee, dated 
6:30 o’clock last evening. He said: 

*‘Have just received a visit from the com- 
mander of the Maine, and will return it to- 
morrow. He had aiready returned official 
visits of Spanish and other naval vessels. 
No disorders of any sort.’’ 

The officials here are pleased at the suc- 
cess attending their movement in dis- 
patching the Maine to Havana, and at the 
reception accorded the ship at that port. 
The report that British and French war- 
ships are to join the American and Ger- 
man warships in Havana harbor are re- 
garded here as highly favorable, although 
no official notice of such intentions on the 
part of the British and French govern- 
ments has been recejved. The presence 
of vessels of these nationalities alongside 
of the United States warship will go far, it 
is bel‘eved, to convince the people of Ha- 
vane and Madrid that there ts no sinister 
purpose in the Maine's arrival, while it 
will make it exceedingly difficult for the 
Span‘tsh government to find any reasonable 
ground for complaint against the United 

tates government without laying itseif 
open to the charge of discrimination, since 
the same objection must lle against the 
presence of the warships of any or all na- 
tions. 


DISLODGED THE INSURGENTS. 


But the Spanish Lost Heavily in the 
Engagement. 

Havera, via Key West, January 26.—Gen- 
eral Molina, on the morning of January 
20th, began a second attack upon the in- 
surgent position between Roca Camarioca 
and Punta Maya. The insurgents were 
under Leader Tabarts, end they stood con- 
tinvous volleys until the Spanish, about 11 
o'clock, began an artillery fire. The insur- 
gents, being without cannon, burned their 
cemp and made a flank movement toward 
the coast end the Spanish rear, obliging 
General Molina to abandon his position in 
order to avoid a rear attack and compcl- 
ling him to retreat toward the coast. The 
insurgents immediately divided ther forces 
and invaded the rich zone of sugarcane, 
burning immense canefields with incalcua- 
ble loss. :

Teller’s Resolatien Discussed by That 
Body Yesterday. 


STRONG ARGUMENTS MADE 


Proving That thé Gold Standari Would 
Work Great Injury. | 


SET SPEECHES THE ORDER OF THE DAY 


Nothing Acrimonious in the Speeches. 
Daniel Said the Pending Resolu- 
tion Would Prevent Raids. 


Washington, January 26.—For more than 
six hours today the senate had under dis- 
cussion the Teller resolution providing that 
the government may pay the principal and 
interest of the bonds of the tfnited States 
in silver. By agreement the resolution and 
pending amendments are to be voted upon 
before adjournment tomorrow. 

The debate today was devoid of the sen- 
sational incidents and acrim@nious collo- 
quies which characterized that of yester- 
day, but it was replete with argument and 
oratory. The time was consumed by Mr. 
Teller, the author of the resolution, and 
Mr. Daniel, democrat; of Virginia, who sup- 
ported the resolution, and by Messrs. Hoar 
and Platt, in opposition to it. All delivered 
set speeches except Mr. Hoar, whose 
epeech was in reply to some points advanc- 
ed by Mr. Teller yesterday. 

Mr. Teller maintained that the existing 
contract corcerning the money in which 
bonds of the United States were payabie 
could not be changed without action of 
congress—one of the parties to the contract 
—and that the government had a right to 


Mr. Fairbanks asked Mr. Teller whether 
the present secretary of the treasury was 
now paying out only gold in liquidation of 
the bonded obligations of ithe govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Teller said his belief was that the 
administration was paying the interest 
on coin obligations of the government. no 
such obligations themselves having ma- 
tured, in gold. 

‘T have absolute information,” retorted 
Mr. Fairbanks, ‘‘that the administration Is 
paying the obligations I refer to in legal 
tender notes. On January Ist $29,000,000 of 
bonds matured and I am informed by the 
secretary of the treasury that these bonds 
were paid not in gold, not in silver, but 
tn legal tender notes.”’ 

“If that be so,’ said Mr. Telier. “we 
might as well discontinue this debate and 
take a vote upon the pending resolution 
now.”’ 

The point had been reached, thought Mr. 
Teller. when the effort is being made by 
the nationa! administration to put the coun- 


been tao much sophistry and evasion upon 
the financial question among those who 
discussed it during the past twenty years 
and In his opinion the time had arrived for 
ail parties to walk squareiy up to the can- 
non’s mouth of the question and deal 
fairly and honestly with themselves and 
the people. 

In response to a statement by Mr. Teller 
that $262,000.000 of bonds were rold for the 
purpose of maintaining the go'd standgrd, 
Mr. Gear, of lowa. sald it was well known 
that more than $20,000,000 of those bonds 
were sold to meet a deficiency in the 
treasur3. 


No Necessity for Bonds. 


This statement was flatly contradicted 
by the Colorado senator, who maintained 
that there was ro necessity for the sale of 
bonds to meet current expenses when there 
was plemy of silver to meet pressing obili- 
gations oj the government.

ate’, as they claimed, by crime. 

Mr. Hoar said it had been made evident 
by the statements of the senator from Ar- 
kansas (Berry), to whom he referred as an 
“honest, stalwart old confederate, who was 
willing to walk up to the cannon’s mouth’”’ 
of the pending question, that !t was thre 
purpose of the silver men to go into the 
campaign of 1900 and declare it to be right 
and honest to pay obligations in forty-cent 
dollars:an@d tostigmatize as “grabbers” 
and “robbers’’ those who differed from 
them upon the honesty of such a policy 

In the course of his remarks, Mr, Hoar 
referred incidencally to the present indus- 
trial situation in New England aid its re- 
lation, to the Dingley tariff law. He was 
giad, and the people of New England were 
elad, of the industrial prosperity of South 
Carolina, Alabama ani Georgia, but he did 
hold that the people of New England did 
rot went to be brought into competition 
with communities where long hours are 
the rule in indusirial establishments and 
where child labor was employed in the fac- 
tories. He said that these practiees were 
not known in New England, where limited 
hours for workmen and no chi'd labor were 
provided for by law. Competition uwpon a 
basis of equality of laws would be weli- 


cored by New Ergiand. 
“Our policy,” said Mr. Hoar, “is not 
bounded by state lines. We are New Eng- 


land men, but we are above all Ameri- 
cans.’ 

Mr. Platt. of Connecticut, then took the 
floor in opposition to the pending resolu- 
tlon. He declared that it wes the purpose 
of the advocates of the res>lution to over- 
ride the solemn declaration of congress 
that the parity of gold and silver coins 
shou'd be maltintained. 

“The senator from Nevada (Stewart) 
talks about trouble and misery among the 
people,”’ said Mr. Platt, “but When this 
government has, according to the advo- 
cates of the pending reso.ution, been given 
two measures of: value—measures that 
mean two things—the miisery and trouble 
we now have will be as nothing compared 
with what they will be then. Such a con- 
dition would be worse than pestilence and 
famine combined.” ~ 

Mr. Platt said that if he could believe 
that this country could coin silver freely 
without destroying the Gebt-paying power 
of silver he would. be glad to enter upon 
that policy. He could not, however, en- 
terta'n the possibility of such a policy. 

In the course of a brief colloquy between 
Mr. Platt on the one side, and Messrs. Al- 
len and Tillman, Mr. Platt stated this 
country now’had bimetallism. To this Mr. 
Chandler took exception, saying any detint- 
tion of bimetallism which omitted the free 
coinage of both metals at a ratio fixed by 
law was not only Incorrect but obsolete. 

Mr. Platt challenged Mr. Chandler to pro- 
duce any recognized authority which in- 
cluded free colnmage in the definition of bi- 
metallism. 

Mr. Platt closed with an appeal for the 
raintenance of a sound financial system. 


Senator Daniel’s Argument. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, followed Mr. 
Platt in support of the resolution. He said 
we were confronted upon all sides with the 
clamorous statements of the gold men that 
agitation of the financial question was un- 
settling business and destroying the credit 
of our people. Yet, he said, the gold men 
were holding conventions, the financial 
question was being investigated by congres- 
sional committees and the president of the 
United States in his message to this con- 
gress had advanced propositions in support 
of fastening upon the country the single 
gold standard. 

Mr. Daniel thought the adoption of the 
pending resolution would tend to prevent 
raids upon the treasury and he quoted a 
statement made by Secretary Sherman be- 
fore a congressional committee in 1878 to 
that effect, but he maintained it did not 
mean that any government creditor would 
be paid in a depreciated currency. 

After an extended discussion of the sil- 
ver question as it relates to the pending 
resolution Mr. Diuniel asked Mr. hivoar, of 
Massachusetts, whether he thought that 

7,000,000 of silver certificates ought, as an 
essential to the nation’s honor, be redeem-4 
in gold. 

Mr. Hoar replicd that if such redemption 


| were necessary to maintain the parity of 


gold and silver coin he would answer yes, 
but no such subtle comprehensive question 
could be answered briefly. 

Mr. Daniel concluded at 7 o'clock. The 
eenate then went into executive session and 
ten minutes later adjourned.

Tonight I saw Senator Clay at the Hotel 
Varnum, where he makes his home while 
in Washington. I showed him a telegram 
from Atlanta stating that Mr. duBignon 
had furnished The Constitution with an 
authorized statement of his intentions. 
Naturally Senator Clay did not evince any 
great surprise at the news, for, as wired 
The Constitution Monday, Mr. duBignon 
had made known his intentions to his close 
friends when he was here. 

Senator Clay sald he had not thought for 
some time that Mr. duBignon would enter 
the race for the governorship, but that 
naturally Mr. duBignon himself wae the 
only person who could make definite state- 
ment to that effect, and that unt!! he had 
done so nobody else had a right to express 
an opinion about the matter. 


Clay’s Characteristic Talk. 

T asked Senator Clay for a statement of 
his opinion of the contest which is exciting 
60 much interest among Georgians. 

“If you will take my exact words,” said 


he, “I will give you briefly my entire con-. 


nection with the present gubernatorial 
race. A great many things have been said 
in the publle press about my connection 
with the race for governor; nothing here- 
tofore has come from me.

The news that The Constitution would in

Lester 
would have been for him, but it is hardly 
probable that he will be active in the cam- 
paign because his health will not permit. 
With several ‘of the members of the Geor- 
gia delegation the elimination of Mr. du- 
Bignon from the list of possibilities means 
ea clarification of the atmosphere. 

Congressman Howard, of the eighth dis- 
trict, is in very much the same position as 
Senator Bacon. The closest personal and 
political -relations exist betwéen Jenkins 
end Howard. Hut and his brothers have 
always supported Howard from the time 
of his first race for solicitor general, and 
there are strong social ties as well as 
political. Until the speaker says what he 
is going to do neither Bacon nor Howard 
can be expected to take any sides in the 
controversy. Congressman Howard speaks 
in the warmest terms of duBignon

from the. first been one of Colonel Can- 
dier’s supporters, but he is none the less

of state and none of his friends rejoice 
more than I at his bright prospects for 
the governorship. While I am Candler's 
friend, I am none the less Flem duBignon’s, 
Z don’t think there is a nobler character 
in -Georgia than Flem duBignon ,and I 
know democrats of my section of the state 
fully appreciate his party loyalty which 
prompts his present contribution to party 
harmony.”

BAILEY’S LETTER TO ROOSEVELT. 


Chief Clerk of Examiner’s Office Crit- 
icises Civil Service Commission. 


Washington, January 26.--Rev. E. D. 
Bailey, chief clerk of the examiner's office, 
civil service commission, submitted some 
sensational testimony at today’s session of 
the senate civil service investigating com- 
mittee. It was a sequel to the charges he 
made Monday of intimidation and interfer- 
ence by *he commiss.on with his testi- 
mony. He called attention to the bitter 
attack made on him then by Ffresident 
Proctor, of the commission. He read a 
ietter he had addressed to Theodore Roose- 
velt then New York police commissioner, 
severely criticising the commission. This 
letter said in part: 

“The business of the commission is in 
the greatest confusion and is becoming 
more and more demoralized for want of 
nielligent, management. Kequisitions re- 
main unacted on for montihig anu Many 
compla.nts are made by the departments 
of delays and annoyance detrimentai to 
the service. In such cases temporary ap- 
pointments were authorized and after nine- 
ty days made permanent, although no rule 
exists permitting such actions. These 
requisitions probably cover several. hun- 
dred places.”’ 

The letter gave a number of instances 
in substantiat.on of the generai statement. 
Continuing, the letter said: — 

“Questionable appointments have been 60 
numerous that the evils have aimost lost 
the force and the alleged law of necessity 
is regnant and a want of uniformity exisis 
in all the business of the commission, and 
the greatest uncerta:nty prevails. The sub- 
ordinates cannot do their work with confi- 
dence because ali precedents, practices and 
principles are abandoned and new ones 
substituted. No reliable policy or line of 
action exists which can be relied on and 
eontradictory action is frequent. The 
force of the commission has lost confidence 
in the ability of the management and can 
do no more than to maintain existing con- 
ditions and await inevitable changes. The 
action taken by the commission lacks con- 
tinuity and the minutes of tne day con- 
tradict those of another day. Action is 
taken, then amended, then revoked. Un- 
der the recent administration four of the 
flve officers of the commiss‘on were 
changed, bringing in new men, who lacked 
even the advantage of experience in the 
departmental service, some whose views 
were unfavorable to the civil service law 
and rules, with theories little less than 
hostile, and their inexperience and unfa- 
miliarity proved disastrous. They adapt 
rules to classify. in one lump, 80,900 new 
offices and utterly failed to provide to meet 
these needs. The present condition is thor- 
oughly alarming. Disaster can be averted 
only by immediate remedial action and at 
least three changes in the office should be 
made at once, not for political reasons, but 
in the interests of the service.” 

Mr. Proctor asked if Mr. Bailey had not 
sent copies of this communication to certain 
senators. 

The witness replied that his wife was, so 
far as he knew, the only other person who 
knew of its existence. “‘About that time 
your friends asked to have the president 
appoint you civil service commiss'oner.”’ 

‘All I know is that the papers said 
Representative Walker, of Worcester, 
Mass., where I came from, had presente] 
my name to the president.’’ 

Pres'dent Proctor, of the commission, 
then took the stand, and at the outset 
sought to show that the sWeeping exten- 
sion of the classification of May 6, 1896, 
was not, as had been alleged, ‘‘a leap in 
the dark’ so far as being equipped for the 
changed conditions was concerned.

WILL CUT SILVER SPEECHES 


And Not Publish Them as Part of 
Committee Proceedings. 


THIS DEVELOPED BY A VOTE IN THE HOUSE 


Judge Maddox Fought To Have Towne 
and Warner’s Reply to Com- 
mittee Printed. 


Washington, January 2%.—(Special.)—The 
republicans of the house today declared, 
through their banking and currency com- 
mittee, that they are afraid to let the 
country have the benefit of any arguments 
against the gold standard. That is the 
effect of the decision, by a party vote, 
that the reply of Messrs. Towne and War- 
ner to the resolution—inviting. them, if 
they submitted a bill, to appear before the 
committee—should not be made a part of 
the record of the proceedings of the com- 
mittee, 

Judge Maddox, of Georgia, led the fight 
in the committee in favor of printing the 
committee's resolution and the reply in 
the record of proceedings. 

Republican members objected that not 
having a bill they should not have been 
allowed to mppear and that, therefore, 
their views would not be a proper part of 
The Record. Judge Maddox showed that 
the representatives of the so-called mone- 
tary commission had been iuvited to be 
present, though they had no bill, but that 
made ng difference with the committee. 

Chairman Walker voted with the demo- 
crats, for he was in favor of letting Towne 
and Warner be heard; but the republican 
majority voted against it. This means 
that the republicans will send broadcast 
through the land a report of the argu- 
ments for the various gold standard cur- 
rency reform bills and there will be noth- 
ite there for the opponents of the general 
plan of these measures. This is to g0 
out at the expense of the taxpayers. After 
this decision wag reached the republican 
members tried to force express,ons under 
a two-minute limitation from the members 
of the committee as to the'r choice of the 
various bilis. This propos.tion brought out 
objection from republicans as well as dem- 
ocrats and the result was adjournment 
without anything being done. 

After that the republican memberg wres- 
tled with one another in caucusing all day. 
They seem to be as far apart as ever, as 
the democrats have refused to help them 
out of their dilemma, and it is impossible 
to say now whether they will finally report 
a bill or not. 

Working Against Deveaux. 

The business men of Savannah do not 
propose to let the appointment of Deveaux 
get through the senate without a fight. 
Today both Senators Bacon and Clay b 
ceived telegrams from President Williams, 
of the cotton exchange, protesting against 
the appointment of a negro in that office 
or the postoffice. ‘““‘We-«call upon you,,”’ 
the telegrams read, ‘‘to do all in your pow- 
er to prevent the appointment of a negro 
to the collectorship or to the postmaster- 
ship of this city.” 

he senators can only make formai pro- 
test against the appointment, as they have 
already done, and then fight confirmation 
in the senate. There is no doubt that De- 
veaux will get the appointment to the 
coliectorship. 

An Assay Office for Georgia. 

Senators Bacon and Clay and Congress-

FOUGHT THE APPROPRIATION. 


Debate Over the Education of the In- 
dians. 

Washington, January 26.—Without any 
prelimiuary business, the house tuday went 
into committee of the whole and resumed 
consideration of the Indian appropriation 
bill. The pending amendment was that to 
strike the appropriation for the Carlisie 
Indian echool. 

Mr. Sherman, republican, of New York, 
in charge of the bill, defended the work of | 
the Carlisle school, which, he said, was the 
greatest industrial school of the country, 
Everything was taught there which was 
necessary to make the Indian a self-sup- 
porting citizen anywhere in the world. His 
observation was that the best Indian 
schools were those which were not on the 
reservations. He said the Carlisle fovtball 
eleven had placed $7,000 in the treasury of 
that college during the past season. 

Mr. Canhon, republican, of Illinois, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Indians were 
not progressing. It was only in the Indian 
territory that their condition was relative- 
ly good. He thought education at eastern 
schools would effect little. 

Mr. Lacey, republican, of Iowa, eulogized 
the work of the Indian schools. 

M:. Curtis, republican, of Kansas, a‘so 
commended the work of the non-reserva- 
tion schools. 

Mr. Smith, of Arizona, insisted that the 
Indians should be given farms, which they 
could not dispose of, agricukKural imple- 
ments and teachers. Then the Indian 
would be compelled to rise to the civiliza- 
tion around him or be crushed by it. The 
present system kept him in helpless, hope- 
les4 vagabondage. 

After some further remarks by Messrs. 
Barrows, republican, of Massacuusetts, and 
Callahan. of Oklahoma, the motion to 
strike out the appropriation for the Carlisle 
Indian school offered by ‘Mr. Smith, of Ar-

Waged a Murderous Attack Upon: the 
Europeans at Haiphong. 


GOVERNOR HAD TO LEAVE 


Many of the Settlement Were Put to 
Death by the Rabble. 


THE DETAILS ARE TOLD BY SHIP OFFICERS 


French Troops Fired Upon the Armed 
Pirates and They Received @ 
Severe Punishment. 


San Francisco, January 26.—Associated 
Press dispatches from Vancouver on the 
®th instant contained an account of a 
raid by Chinese pirates upon the European 
séttlement at Haiphong. The steamer 
Coptic, which hag arrived from the orient, 
brought full particulars of the murderous 
affair and the pumMshment meted out to the 
offenders who were captured. 

The resident governor and his family 
were compelled to abandon their residences 
during the sortie of the troops and take 
shelter in the forts. The force was too 
small to admit of meeting the pirates. who 
were armed. with rifles, in the open. At 
Phu Ninh Giangs there were no casualties 
among the Europeans, buf considerab‘e 
damage was done to the town. About 3 
o’clock in the morning on December 16th 
severa] hundred Annamites crossed the 
river Lachtray in smal] bands and con- 
verged upon Haiphong. Shortly afterwards 
several fires started in the European and 
native quarters on the outskirts of the 
town. The nolge of firearms heard in 
every direction and a sentry ran to the 
barracks and gave the alarm. Meanwhile 
another band, about 150 strong, attacked 
the village of Ambir. This was headed by 
an old man who marched in the center of 
four standards which bore the inscriptions: 


“Obey the order of heaven,” ““Destroy the 
Europeans,” ‘‘Exterminate the dynasty of 
Ngu-Yen and Mac.” 

About 4 o’clock a company of French 
troops in two Aivisions started out and 
charged the remaining guard of the pirates 
with fixed bayonets. Fifteen of the pirates 
were killed and several were wounded and 
taken to the hospital. 

In the meantime the pirates had entered 
the house of Mr. A. R. Marty and kilied 
his bookkeeper. “MM. Gauthier, after hor- 
ribly mutilating him. His seven-year-old 
child also disappeared. Then they attacked 
M. Dealcie, elerk for the Ausse Mining 
Company, and left him for dead. He was 
taken to the hospital, however, and may 
recover. ° 

On the following Saturday ten of the 
captured pirates were executed upon the 
spot where M. Gauthier was assassinated, 
and after the execution the bodies of the 
pirates were placed on stands and set up in 
front of the house. About 200 Europeans 
and 600 natives witnessed the execution.

The rule granted in the superior court 
some time ago against Mr. Thomas L. 
Bishop, the well-known attorney, was dis- 
missed yesterday afternoon at the instance 
of the prosecution, exonerating Mr. Bish- 
op. ‘ 

It will be remembered that the Moody 
Loan and Investment Company claimed 
some time ago that Mr. Bishop had col- 
lected as an attorney certain claims of the 
Scales Tobacco Company which they had 
purchased and failed to make the proper 
returns. 

Mr. Bishop was connected with the 
Snow-Church collecting agency, into whose 
hands the claims were placed for collec- 
tion by the Moody company. The cullec- 
tlons were made from various concerns in 
Georgia and Florida and Mr. Bishop claims 
he never had the money and never had 
anything to do with its collection. 

When the case was called before Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday afternoon Messrs. ». 
N. Evins and W. W. Davies, attorneys 
for the Moody company; announced they 
wished to withdraw the prosecution. Colo- 
nel L, Z. Rosser, representing Mr. Bishop, 
protested, stating that his client had been 
necessarily injured by the proceedings, end 
that he should be allowed a vindication by 
court trial. 

The prosecuting attorneys insisted that 
the case be withdrawn over this protest, 
however, and the rule was dismissed. 


CRAZED WOMAN’S WILD LEAP 


Mrs. Mary Richardson Jumps from 
Moving Train. 


HUSBAND LEAPS AFTER HER 


His Leg Was Broken and She Was 
Uninjured—Were En Route to 
Milleigeville. 


Springing suddenly from the seat beside 
her husband on a rapidly moving train, 
Mrs. Mary Richardson rushed to the door 
of the coach, swung it open and leaped 
wildly from the platform. Her husband 
ran after her and when she jumped from 
the train he went after her and, falling, 
broke his leg. 

This was the scene which was witness- 
ed by the passengers on the Georgia rail- 
road train near Sparta yesterday even- 
ing. 

Mrs. Richardson was insane and was be- 
ing taken to [Milledgevilie by her husband. 
He knew that she was violent at times, 
but did not dream that she would attempt 
to get away from him on the train. His 
attention was directed to something on 
the side of the read which the cars were 
passing and he turned to see his wife 
rushing toward the door. He could not 
overtake her and when she leaped from 
a platform of the coach he leared after. 
er. 

Strange to say, although Mr. Richardson 
had a leg fractured, Mrs. Richardson was 
unhurt and sustained only a few slight 
bruises about her hands and face. 

At the request of the husband, he and 
she were taken on to Milledgeville, al- 
though he wag suffering considerably with 
hig injury. 

Mrs. Richardson was tried in the ordi- 
nary’s office on a writ of lunacy a few 
days ago and was declared insane by the 
jury. She was ordered sent to the state 
lunatic asylum by Colonel flulsey, and 
her husband started with her yesterday 
morning. 

Richanlison’s home is in Fulton eounty, 
in Cook's district, and not far from the 
city limits. He is a man well to do and 
highly esteemed in his community.

THE NEGRO CAME DOWN. 


He Remained Up in the Rigging Until 
1 O’Clock in the Morning. 

Brunswick, Gu., January 26.—(Special.)— 
Joseph Edwards, the desacrting negro sea- 
man, came down out of the Norwegian bark 
Paragons rigging about 1 o’eclcck this 
morning. He was persuaded to do this by 
Assistant Chief Devison, who assured him 
protection and a hearing before the United 
Statea shipping commissioner. Later FEd- 
wards was remanded to the custody of 
Randall, master of the schooner Ruesell. 
from which he deserted. Busch, Master of 
the Paragon, through the Norwegian vice 
consul, Torras, has preferred complaint 
against the United Etates, and demanded 
indemnity for wounded feelings and as- 
Sault made by a person who yesterday 
boarded his vessel and fired on Edwards. 
Busch denounces the action as an out- 
rageous assault and insult to himself and 
the Norwegian flag. The result is almost 
certain to result in international difficulty. 
All efforts to locate the party who shot at 
Edwards have failed to date. A vigorous 
investigation ia now being conducted by 
Vice Consul Torras, This will add another 
case to international trouble caused by par- 
ties at Brunswick violating ‘international 
laws in abusing foreign vessels. Several 
years ago a Spanish vessel was fired on by 
a local constable’s posse, A few years ago 
the Swedish bark Adele was imposed upon 
in an unwarranted manner by local con- 
stables. In both instances the United States 
was forced to offer apologies and pay dam- 
ages in order to keep good faith. These oc- 
cutrences give Brunswick a bad name with 
foreign shipping.

Columbus, Ga. January %.—Hon. T. M. 
Foley, one of Columibus’s most prominent 
citizens, lies at the point of death tonight 
at his home on Second avenue.

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, fas 
in putting a dynamite stick 
under his republican colleagues in the 
senate. He has met the Teller resolu- 
tion by an amendment which provides 
“that all the bonds of the United States 
issued or authorized to be issued under 
said acts of congress are payable, 
principal and interest, in gold coin or 
its equivalent; and that any other pay- 
ment without the consent of the cred- 
itor would be in violation of the public 
faith and in derogation of his rights.” 

Senator Lodge’s amendatory resolu- 
tion not only gives the whole republi- 
can case away, but seriously disturbs 
the policy of evasion and dodging, 
which under the lead of that most ac- 
complished of trimmers, Senator Alli- 
son, the republicans were preparing to 
carry out. That policy was to oppose 
the Teller resolution on the ground that 
there is no necessity for any such dec- 
laration, since the government already 
has the option of paying the bonds in 
gold or silver coin. 

But the Lodge resolution will have 
‘the effect of smoking these republican 
dodgers out of their holes. Some of 
them, however, cannot § afford to be 
smoked out. They dare not, at this 
stage of the game, come out into the 
open and declare for the gold standard. 
The. Lodge resolution gives the whole 
case of the gold syndicate away by ad- 
mitting that the bonds are not payable 
in gold. If “coin’’ means gold, why the 
necessity for the Lodge resolution? Why 
introduce it? If it is merely intended 
to smoke the republicans out of their 
holes, well and good. In any event, 
we need not depend on the purport of 
the Lodge resolution to inform us what 
relations the bonds bear to our other 
forms of indebtedness. 

They are all payable in coin, and Mr. 
Cleveland made a public admission on 
one occasion that he, as well 


that the bonds are payable in gold or 
silver at the option of the government. 
Even the commission appointed by the 
chestnut convention at Indianapolis un- 
derstands what the law is, for it sagely 
remarks: “More serious still is the 
fact that it is in the power of the exec- 
utive department, as the law now 
stands, to decide absolutely whether the 
government notes shall be paid in gold 
or silver.” 

Mr. Cleveland’s declaration was more 
public and more explicit. We allow 
him to describe the event in his own 
language, premising that we are quoting 
from his message sent in to congress on 
the 38d day of December, 1895. Refer— 
ring to the contract that was made with 
the gold syndicate in the preceding Jan- 
uary, he says: 

On the day this (the syndicate) con- 
tract was made, its terms were commu- 
nicated to congress by a special execu- 
tive message, in which it was stated 
that more than $16,000,000 would be saved 
to the government if gold bonds bearing 
$ per cent interest were authorized to 
_-be substituted for those in the contract. 

Here is a plain statement to the ef- 
fect that both Mr. Cleveland and 
syndicate knew that the bonds under the 
contract were payable in either silver 
or gold at the option of the government, 
and that the syndicate was willing to 
give $16,000,000 in gold, over and above 
the price they paid for them, if congress 
would substitute the word “gold” for 
“coin” in this particular contract. 

Very properly, congress refused to 
commit a breach of public faith even for 
the purpose of saving $16,000,000. It is 
enough to know that the offer of the 
syndicate, made through the president, 
was not only an acknowledgment, but 
an advertisement that those who pur- 
chased the bonds issued in February, 
1895, knew that the contract called for 
@ payment in either gold or silver, and

Mr. duBignon’s Interview. 

Hon. F. G. duBignon announces else- 
where in this issue of The Constitution 
that he will not be a candidate for gov- 
ernor, and in an interview, expresses 
the opinion that the democratic party 
will sweep the country in the next con- 
gressionual elections. He observes that 
there is a gratifying disposition “among 
those democrats who differed with the 
majority of the party when the last na- 
tional platform was made to sink those 
differences and to unite on the nation- 
al platform in an effort for party suc- 
cess.” He calls attention to an inter- 
view published in The Constitution last 
summer in which he predicted a demo- 
cratic tidal wave thic year, and declared 
that the imperative demands of the par- 
ty organization left no other alterna- 
tive than for all democrats to unite on 
the national platform of the party. 

As that time Mr. duBignon’s inter- 
view met with the very general com- 
mendation of the press of the state, the 
few criticisms directed against it being 
based on the idea that the interview 
would have been of more force had it 
not been coupled with the suggestion of 
Mr. duBignon's probable candidacy for 
governor. The announcement by Mr. 
duBignon that he will not enter the race 
for governor removes even this ground 
for criticism; though it is but just to 
Mr. duBignon to say that his life-long 
recerd as an organized democrat, ready 
and willing at ali times to abide by the 
will of the majority, and to contribute 
his effort for democratic success, was in 

tself enough to underwrite the sincer- 
ity of the position assumed in that in- 
terview, an extract from which is repro- 
duced elsewhere in connection with Mr. 
duBignon’s statement announcing that 
he is not in the race for governor. 

The Chicago platform of the demo- 
cratic party is an instrument big enough 
and broad enough to accommodate all 
democrats, and on this platform all who 
believe in democratic principles shouid 
unite for democratic success. Talk of 
compromise is very good in its way; 
but to compromise democratic principles 
and to criticise and attack the expres- 
sion of the organized party is to lend 
aid and effort to the opposition and to 
contribute to democratic demoralization. 
No democrat who really has the inter- 
ests of his party at heart will do this. 

The utterances of Mr. duBignon are 
characterized by a healthy tone of par- 
ty loyalty and an earnest recognition 
of the imperative demands of the regu- 
larity of party organization that will 
meet with the hearty approval of all 
democrats. 
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New England Must Yield. 

Such wideawake metropolitan newspa- 
pers as The New York World and The 
Chicago Times-Herald are not slow to 
recognize that, in the industrial rivalry 
between the southern and New England 
cotton manufacturers, the odds are over- 
whelmingly in favor of the former. 
Within the last few days both of these 
newspapers have taken it upon them- 
selves to discuss at some length the 
south’s peculiar adaptability to the man- 
ufacture of cotton. 

In commenting upon the extraordin- 
ary growth of the cotton industry in the 
state of North Carclina during the past 
ten years, The New York World makes 
this general observation: 


weaving industry is increasing at this rate. 
The others are not far behind, and some of 
them show an @ven @ereater inerease. 

With abundant water power, with cheap 
coal, with extraordinarily cheap labor, and 
with the cotton fields at their very doors, 
the southern cotton mills will assuredly 
“‘take the business.”’ 

But the view which The Chicago 
Times-Herald takes of the industrial 
situation in the south is even more pro- 
nounced. This observant newspaner 
clearly discerns that the south’s pecu- 
liar advantages for the manufacture of 
cotton are such that neither New Eng- 
land, nor any other locality, can suc- 
cessfully hold out against this section 
for any length of time. Accordingly, it 
admonishes the cotton men «of New 
England to shift their operations from 
the sterile and remote region in which 
they are now located to the wider and 
more inviting fields of the south. Says 
The Times-Herald in this connection: 


The business men ofthe south who are 


not afraid of overdoing the cotton mill in- 
dusiry. Southern manufacturers have only 
recently awakened ta the fact 
$301,00¢,006 a year which the cotton 


rupled if it can be manufactured into cloth 
a: hom’, 

The south is building up this great indus- 
try with labor that is one-third cheaper 
than can be employed in New England, 
with the advantage longer hours and 
close proximity to the cotton fields: It is 
impossible that the New England industry 
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without material reductions in the cost of 
manuracturin®, 

Why the New England cotton manu- 
facturers should persist in carrying on 
their operations at a distance of one 
thousand miles from the cotton fields is 
something which cannot be readily ex- 
plained. In refusing to come south 
they are not only standing in their own 
light but, as recent developments in New 
England plainly indicate, they are ac- 
tually inviting financial less and dis- 
aster upon themselves. It can no long- 
er be argued that more intelligent la- 
bor can be obtained in New England 
than in the south; for such is not the 
case, With the various other advan- 
tages whfch the south holds out she in- 
cludes the advantage of intelligent la- 
bor; and in view of the appropriations 
which several states in this section have 
lately made to the cause of textile edu- 
cation, it is evident that the south in- 
tends to leave no stone unturned in her 
efforts to develop the labor of her cot- 
ton mills into the very highest state of 
efficiency. But if the New England 
cotton manufacturers are dubious as to 
the ability of this section to furnish in- 
telligent labor for the operation - of 
their mills, then why not bring their 
own help along with them? There is 
plenty of room in the south for labor 
as well as for capital; and the hard- 
working, industrious toilers of the loom 
are Just as welcome to our. midst as the 
well-to-do owners of the mills them- 
selves. Such are the almost unlimited 
resources of the south that she can safe- 
ly throw open her gates to all who are 
willing to aid in the development of 
her vast riches. 

Until the ageregate amount of capital 
employed in the cotton industry is con- 
centrated in the cctton belt, it will be 
impossible for this country to compete 
successfully with the industrial centers

men cannot settle it among themselves. In 
The Constitution a few Sundays ago ap- 
peared for the first time an authentic in- 
terview with Colonel H. Ashton Ramsey, 
the Baltimote engineer who he'ped to 
build the Merrimac and who had charge of 
her engines during the memorable conflict 
with the Monitor. Colonel Ramsey 
described the historic battle in detail and 
gave a particularly graphic account of the 
closing scenes. In it he sald: 


“The two ships sailing in a circle pass 
and repass, delivering broadside at point 
biank range. Lieutenant Jones, coming 
down from the upper grating and observing 
Lieutenant Eggieston’s division standing at 
ease, said to him: ‘Why are you not firing. 
sir? ‘Because our powder is precious, sir, 
and TI find I can do the Monitor as much 
damage by snapping my finger at her every 
five minutes.’ 

“The combat between the two vessels 
was kept up for six morta) hours and Lieu- 
tenant Jones decided to ram the Monitor. 
Now, in my opinion, here lay the error of 
the fight. After this decision Lieutenant 
Jones sent for me and ordered me to re- 
verse the engines as soon as I felt the col- 
"sion, fearing that we would have difficulty 
in extricating ourselves after the compact, 
as we did with the Cumberland, although 
one was a wooden and the other an iron 
vessel. 

“To that end he was afraid to strike her 
hard, and I waa given the signal to re- 
verse quite a while before we actually hit 
her. As a consequence we just gave the 
Monitor a little tap and glanced off. We 
should have run her down with all our 
force and fairly forced her under with our 
superior force and weight.”’ 


This portion of Colonel Ramsey’s article 
is taken prompt exception to by the only 
other living person whose word !s worthy 
of the evidence which is always given an 
eye-witness. He is Lieutenant J. R. Eg- 
gleston himself, now a resident of Ray- 
mond, Miss. Lieutenant Eggleston was a 
graduate of the United States Naval Aca- 
demy at Annapolis and was stationed at 
the Norfolk navy yard when the war be- 
gan. He promptly enlisted in the confed- 
erate navy and from that time on was one 
of the bravest of the brave among the 
lion-hearted men who kept the flag of the 
lost cause floating above the sea. He 
wrote the widely-read bovuk, “Secession in 
the Old Navy,” and at the conclusion of 
his fighting days accepted the chair of 
science in the University or Mississippi. 
He married Miss Dabney, of Virginia, and 
both have visited Atlanta as guests of that 
other good old naval hero, General J. Mcin- 
tosh Kell. 

Lieutenant Eggleston does not agree with 
Colonel Ramsey either as to the conversa- 
tion which took place at the historic mo- 
ment mentioned above or as to the conclu- 
sions reached. In a letter addressed to The 
Constitution he writes: 


“As one of the two surviving NMeutenants 
of the Merrimac permit me to protest 
against the censure of the late Catesby 
Jones, commander of the Merrimac ‘n 
her fight with the Monitor, im- 
plied in an account of an interview of Co.o- 
nel H. Ashton Ramsey, published in your 
paper. I was on the gun deck during the 
fight and Ramsey was down in the engine- 
room and I ought to know a little more 
than he of what happened. 

“Jones passing along the deck after the 
Monitor had given up the fight, stopped at 
my division and said in effect: “The Moni- 
tor has got out of our reach in shoal water; 
we can't get near enough to the Minnesota 
to do her any serious damage; the ship is 
leaking from her encounter with the Cum- 
berland. I think ‘of returning to Norfolk 
for repairs. What is your opinion of it? I 
agreed with him, if things were as he said. 

‘The event proved that we ought to have 
remained about an hour longer, for the 
captain of the Minnesota was at that very 


a 


time preparing to abandon and fire her. 
Our shots fired at ricochet (that is, with 
the guns leveled so that the shells skipped 
along the surface of the water, were caus- 
ing more demoralization than we could be 
aware of. Having the same draught as 
the Minnesota, we could not venture near 
enough to reach her by direct fire. 


“That hour we failed to use would 
have caused the loss of one steam 
frigate to the United States navy and 
removed from the Monitor people the temp- 
tation to claim first a victory over the Mer- 
rimac, and later, after the manner of Fa!- 
staff with his men in buckram, to bring 
before congress a claim of prize money 
for having destroyed her. Nothing more 
depended on what we did or failed to do. 
There was no more possibility of forcing 
the capitulation of the greatest fortress 
on the continent, manned by a division or 
ahem an army corps and then going to 
Washington than there was of capturing 
the Monitor, which we could not follow into 
shoal water. 

“Too much praise cannot be bestowed 
upon my gallant old commander, Admira! 
Buchanan; but why this censure, after 
thirty-five years have passed, of Buch- 
anan’s right hand in the battle—of a gal- 
lant messmate, who is dead and powerless 
to defend himself? Above all, why exalta- 
tion of the commander of the Monitor. 
who ‘stood directly for Old Point Comfort 
and gave up the fight,’ and depreciation of 
the commander of the Merrimac. who 
stood for Norfolk only after no active 
enemy remained to fight with?

Editor Constitution—For some time I 
have been trying to solve the question as 
to how the acreage of cotton could be 
reduced.

Besides being inter- 
ested in farming, I am supply merchant 
and in the banking business, and I have 
finaily come to the conclusion that the 
farmers of the south will not plant much 
less cotton unless they are forced to by 
some way other than by the natural course 
of events.

The interview above referred to by Mr. 
duBignon was published in The Constitu- 
tion on August Ist of last year. It was 
quite lengthy, and among other things Mr. 
duBignon said: 

“You ask what will be the attitude of 
those democrats in Georgia who were op- 
posed to the national convention at Chi- 
cago committing the party to an unequivo- 
cal free coinage declaration. 

“I do not hesitate to say that, as far as 
I am concerned, I did my duty as a demo- 
crat after the action of the convention, 
and I accepted the platform of the party 
and voted for its nominees. Not only that, 
but I cheerfully co-operated with the state 
executive committee in the effort to have 
Georgia roll up as big a majority for the 
democratic ticket as possible. There was 
no other course left me as a gocd demo- 
crat, for I have been voting the demo- 
cratic ticket too long to think of forsaking 
the party simply because I had been in the 
minority on one of the many questions at 
issue. 

‘In the last campaign IT was opposed to 
the effort to commit the party To an un- 
equivocal declaration jin fbehalf jof free 
coinage, and I made my race for the senate 
as opposed to that issue; yet, when the 
party acted, I did not hesitate to do my 
duty as a democrat and to accept the 
arbitrament of the national convention on 
a question upon which which democrats 
had been divided. In this connection I re- 
eall very well the letter of Mr. Cleveland 
after his nomination in 1892, in which, in 
expressing pleasure that the democrats 
who had most bitterly opposed his nomi- 
zution were giving him their active sup- 
port, he sajd: ‘I think the underly.ng 
principle of party organization js the ac- 
ceptance of the arbitrament of the na- 
tional convention.’ 


The Bolting Democrats. 


“The bolting democrats who are now 
making the most noise about the Chicago 
platform were the loudest in their com- 
mendation of the action of the minority 
when, in 1892, it yielded its intense oppos:- 
tion to Mr. Cleveland and gave him the 
votes which elected him president. The 
minority did its duty as democrats then; 
and for them to have adopted any other 
course after the action of the convention 
would have been to put themselves in the 
attitude of party wreckers. 

“In aecepting the action of the conven- 
tion in 1896, democrats who disagreed with 
the action then taken on the financial 
question are doing just what The Constitu- 
tion and other democratic newspapers and 
leaders who opposed the nomination of 
Mr. Cleveland in 1892 did, when, after his 
nomination, they ralieed to his support. As 
keehly as their defeat might have been 
felt, there were no heart burnings then 
and no over-sensitive political stomachs. 

“Bvery democrat did his duty, and the 
result was the election of the democratic 
ticket. The opposition of many democrats 
to the nomination of Mr. Cleveland then 
was just as intense as was the protest of 
a large element of the party against a free 
coinage declaration in 1896, and the anti- 
Cleveland element of the party would have 
had the same justification for bolting the 
action of the convention then as the bolters 
of today have in setting up a party of their

e it differs from the ac- 
tion of the majority, then party organiza~ 
tion will become a farce.. 

“Suppose that, in the various campaigns 
which have taken place in Georgia since 
the war,’ the minority, on leading issues 
before each state convention, had done 
what the national bolters are doing today 
—there would be no democratic party in 
Georgia, and the aggregate of the various 
minorities so protesting wovld have been 
greater than the strength of the regular 
organization. If the minority in one con- 
vention has the right to bolt, that of any 
other can do the same thing, and this car- 
ried to its logical conclusion means the 
disruption of party organization.” 


What Organization Means. | 


Of the necessity of the maintenance of 
party organization and the good results ac- 
complished from it in Georgia, Mr. du- 
Bignon said: 

“I would be the last man tn Georgia to 
contribute to the disruption of democratic 
organization, for I have been too closely 
identified with the party and know too 
well what has heen accomplished by organ- 
ization to underestimate the importance of 
the recognition of the principle that the 
minority must yield to the majority. It 
seems to me that, of all times, this is the 
most inopportune for democrats to question 
this vital principle of democracy. Our peo- 
ple are now beginning to realize that the 
fruits of the republican administration are 
not to their liking. Of course, democrats 
could have expected nothing better than 
the republicans are giving them, for the 
record of the republican party since the 
war justifies the course it is pursuing. 
When democrats take into consideration 
the fact that this is attributable to the 
work of those who should have done their 
duty as democrats in the last campaign, 
their impatience at such disloyalty is em- 
phasized by their disgust at the condition 
which makes such things possible. Forfu- 
nately, there were but few bolting demo- 
crats in Georgia last year; and 1 believe 
that most of them are now prepared to 
admit their error and to return to the reg- 
ular organization.” 


Next Year’s Campaign. 


“What in your opinion will be the 
strength of the bolting organization in the 
congressional campaigns of next year?’’ 

“I believe that it will not be as strong 
next year as now, and I am confident that 
it is not as strong as it was a year ago. 
The truth of the matter is that, since the 
establishment of the republic, there has 
been room in this country for but two 
great parties. There have been side issues 
and ephemeral organizations formed out 
of temporary divisions; but, in the end, they 
invariably drift back to two great chan- 
nels of political thought. The republican 
and the democratic parties are now—as 
they have been for a long time, and as 
they will be for many years to come—the 
two great lines of political opinion of the 
people of the country. Side issues will be 

raised and new ‘organizations will be 
formed, but they will share the fate of the 
free soil and the anti-Masonic movements, 
and other such skeletons as are now found 
on the political desert. The populist party 
has had its day, and it is now undergoing 
the process of disintegration. 

“‘As Mr. Watson says, the elements which 
Composed it are drifting back into their 
original channels; though I think there !s 
no doubt that, with the breaking up of the 
populist party, the democrats will receive 
by far the larger proportion of those who 
constituted it. It would be a long step 
that would be required to carry a populist 
into the republican camp; while, on general 
lines, the democratic party offers to every 
populist the assurance of consistent oppo- 
sition to encroachments from class legisla- 
tion, and advocacy of the simple form of 
government established with the organiza- 
tion of the republic—the cardinal principle 
of which is that no one man, or class of 
men, should receive from the government 
any special favoritism or protection which 
is not extended alike to all others. 

“This is the theory of democratic govern- 
ment, and the reverse is true of republi- 
canism. With two roads of such divergencs, 
it is not hard to prophesy which will be 
taken by the populists when the break-up 
comes. I believe the democratic party 
should offer them every reasonable induce- 
ment to return. There should be no further 
division among the white men of Georgia 
and of the south; and there is no better 
common ground on which they can all 
unite than the democratic platform.”

Judge W. R. Hammond returned from a 
visit to Savannah, where he has be2n for 
s-veral days on important business con- 
nected with the State’s Industrial School 
for Negroes. Judge Hammond, who is one 
of the directors of the State’s Industrial 
School for Colored People, speaks in very 
complimentary terms of the present ex- 
cellent management of the institution, and 
says that it is doing a great work for the 
negroes of Georgia. He says that the work 
b.ing done at the Savannah school, will 
compare favorably with that of any simi- 
lar institution in the south.

the poor and ignorant class of people who 
are entitled to the protection of all well 
regulated railroads. This is accomplishel 
by the use of altered, forged and stolen 
tickets, and by the adoption of other dis- 
honest means to rob that class of people 


who travel occasionally and who are not : 


familiar with the railway ticket system of 
this country.”’ 

Mr. Boyd stated that he did not desire 
to say anything harsh against the scal!pers, 
but he had been called on to give the 
facts in regard to the ticket brokerage 
business as he krew them. 

(Mr. Boyd laid down this proposition: 
“Scalpers do not create travel and are not, 
therefore, a benefit to railroad companies, 
and no well managed transportation line 
can deal with them without having its 
revenues depleted rather than increased.” 
He has been connected with the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad for twenty-five years and 
has had long experience with people who 
purchase tickets from the scalping frater- 
nity. “I claim that a very large percent- 
age of the revenue derived by the scalpers 
ig secured from stolen and spurious tickets 
and feel warranted in saying that 90 per 
cent of al] tickets stolen from passengers 
and railroad companies find their way into 
scalping offices and are resold to the pub- 
lic.

R opened in Ordinary Ragsdale’s office 
yesterday morning. 

Five contractors had filed bids with the 
ordinary and the lowest far exceeded the 
calculations of the peopie of the county 
and the officers. The following bids were 
made: Guile & Walker, $58,700; Villlam 
Bensel & Co., $57.700; Nicholas Ittner, $57,646; 
w. W. McAfee, $57,345; H. P. Heifner, $49,- 
gs, and George I. Murphy, $2,248. 

The amount intended to be expended for 
the construction of the courthouse was 
95,000. This amount was raised by an ex- 
tra assessment of taxes made over a year 


All the bids were expected to be very 
[ttle more than that amount, according 
to the plans and specifications. The bid of 
$2.48 was made upon certain restrictions 
and Mr. Murphy etated in his bid that he 
could not erect the courthouse according 
io the plans for that amount. 

A consultation will be held this morning 
with the two lowest bidders, the architects 
and the ordinary, when alterations in the 
puilding will be discusstd and some changes 
probabiy made in order to bring the cost 
of the building within the lowest bid. One 
of these changes wll be the elimination of 
inside Dilinds. Yhe bids made yesterday 
go not include heating apparaius and other 
interior turnishings. 

li is not yet decided whether any of the 
bids will be accepted and Judge sttagsdale 
May advert.se for new offers on a diferent 
basis after the pians have been altered 
by the architects. If the lowest bid made 
yesterday is* accepted more money will 
have to be secured by the county. There 
is nOW on hand several thousand dollars 
which is in the shape of fi. fas. and there 
‘are other amounts that would run the 
present $25,000 up to $35,000, ‘and it is 
thought that by strict economy the nec- 
essary amount according to the bid can 
be raised. | 
No extra levy will be made on the tax- 

.able property on account of the heavy state 

tax that will fall on the people during the 
next year. Work will begin on the new 
‘building as so@n as the next term of 
the court is over and it will require nearly 
a year to complete the structure, Great 
interest is felt in the undertaking and it 
will go up as soon as the preliminaries 
are made, if the motion for an injunction 
against the ordinary does not prevail. 


Bill for Injunction. 


Soon after Judge Candler had convened 
“his court yesterday morning he was pre- 
sented with a petition asking that he grant 
an injunction against Ordinary Ragsdale 
estopping him from opening the bids or 
receiving them or from letting any con- 
tract for a new courthouse orfrom ex- 
pending any money for that purpose. 

The petition was filed by attorneys rep- 
resenting Stone Mountain, who will put up 
a last fight for the county seat, as they 
claim the question has never yet been le- 
gally settled. 

The petition cited the proceedings through 
‘which the question has been carried; how 
it was in the courts of DeKalb and then 
carriegd to the supreme court of the state; 
finally to the legislature, where the people 
of Stone Mountain insisted that there 
should be a vote and were defeated. The 
petition stated that the site for the county 
seat had not been settled and until it was 
that an injunction be granted prohibiting 
the ordinary from proceeding. 

Judge Candler signed a rule nisi calling 
on the ordinary to appear before him on 
Fgbruary ith and show cause why the 

junction should not be granted. What 
effect the petition will have cannot be eg- 
timated, but may hinder the work on the 
new building for many months and possibly 
until the next legistature. 

One of the strong contenflons of the 
Stone Mountain people is that the legta- 
lature, when it took its vote, was not 
properly constituted and should have been 
2 joint session and that the general assem- 
bly should make the deciding vote. 


LAUNDRYMEN DISCUSS STAMPS. 


Managers of City Laundries Meet in 
Secret Session. 


A meeting of the Atlanta Laundrymen’s 
Association was held last night for the 
purpose of considering the trading stamp 
question and to receive the answer of the 
Trio laundry to the order issued them by 
the association to stop the use of the 
stamps. 

Every laundry in the city was _ repre- 
eented and the meeting was presided over 
by Mr. W. E. Hanye, of the Excelsior. 

It is understood, however that the report 
made to the association by the Trio was 
not at all satisfactory and caused some 
little talk as to the possible fate of the 
association should the use of the trading 
Stamps be continued. The report was 
amerded somewhat, but the action taken 
by the association was not announced. 

“They did not take’ our scalp after @il,’’ 
volunteered Mr. Harris, of the Trio, after 
the meeting had adjourned. As a matter of 
fact the definite answer that was expected 
by the Trio yesterday did not arrive. The 
trading stamps people promised to reply 
to the Trio yesterday, giving them a pos- 
itive answer as to whether or not the 
laundry would be ajlowed to cancel the 
contract made for one year. 

The use of the stamps will probably be 
continued for the present, but the Trio 
Will make every effort to induce the stamp 
people to cancel the contract. It appears 
that the association will be continued, al- 
though the rupture is considered a serious 
one and the ovtcome, if the use of the 
stamps is continued by the Trio, is stiil a 
Matter of conjecture. 

The following report of the proceedings of 
the association at the meeting last night 
was given out by one of the members: _ 

“The meeting held tonight by the assocla~ 
tion was for the purpose of, discussing the 
custom of using trading stamps now In 
vogue in the city. Much diseussion was in- 
dulged in as to trade in general, and it 
Wis decided that the use of the stamps 
would prove very injurious to trade. This 
is especially true of the laundry trade and 
aS our terms are cash and our prices ac- 
cording to printed lists, it is impossible for 
us to vary them so as to meet the excessive 
demand meade on us for the use of ihe 
Stamps.

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Office Here Makes More for the Gov- 
ernment Than Any Other.

COSTS LESS TO RUN THE OFFICE 


Is Away Up Among the Large Of- 
fices in the Matter of Re- 
| ceipts. 


Atlanta’s postoffice does the largest bus!- 
néss done by any city in the United States 
in proportion to its size. There are more 
than a hundred c'ties ahead of Atian- 
ta in population, but only thirty-two of 
tha largest da more business. 

Of the thirty-two cities that do a larger 
business, not one accomplished the work of 
the government with so small an expense. 
In proportion to receipts, Atlanta’s ex- 
Penses are smaller than anv other office 
in the country. 

Only 32 per cent of the gross receipts of 
the Atlanta office is paid out in necessary 
expenses. This gives a net profit to the 
government of more than two-thirds the re- 
ceipts. Brooklyn, now a part of Greater 
New York, has the most expensive post- 
office, 79 per cent of the receipts at the 
Brooklyn offica having been paid out in 
expenses of running the office. In nearly 
all the offices it takes more than half the 
receipts ta ru the office. 

Postmaster Smyth, of the Atlanta pest- 
office, yesterday morning prepared a state- 
ment showing the percentages of expenses 
of the thirty-two largest offices in propor- 
tion to the receipts of the office. The com- 
parative statement follows:

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W. M. Wilder's: Pistol Winds Up a Row 
with Charles Demas. 
BOTH MEN UNDER ARREST 


An Exciting Affair Occurs Near the 
‘Columbia Theatey. 


A DOZEN BANANAS CAUSED THE TROUBLE 


Wilder Bought a Dozen for 10 Cents 
and Demas Fished Out Small Ones. 
Wilder’s Statement.

HE SHARP report of a pistol at 
the corner of Marietta and Forsyth 
Streets last evening about 6 o’ clock 
rate & great deal of excitement and 
atrolmen Gloer and Kitchens rushed 
upon the scene to find a dago, wild as an 
untrained broncho, because he had stood 
at the business end of a pistol while an- 
other man fumbled with the trigger. 

The dago was Charles Demas and the 
man who did the shooting was W. M. 
Wilder, a well-known young man. It is 
certain that Wilder’s gun went off, but it 
is ii certain whether he shot at Demas or 
not, 

The row was about “de banan.”’ Demas 
had a sign stuck up on his fruit stand 
near the corner of Forsyth and Marietta 
streets which announced to the public that 
the golden and palatable banana could be 
bought there for 10 cents a dozen. 

Mr. Wilder came along anf he stopped, 
read the seductive sign of banana bargains 
and fished out 10 cents, for wijich he asked 
a dozen of the tropical fruit. 

With alacrity Demas picked up a paper 
sack and began to drop the bananas into 
it. He was careful to drop only the little 
fellows and to allow his hand to skip the 
big ones. Mr. Wilder was watching the 
game and he quietly said: 

“Please put some of the grown-up ba- 
nanas into that bag, will you?’ 

Demas replied something after this fash- 
on: 

“No sellee de big banan for de dime. 
The big ones me gellee for de 15 cents.” 

Wilder was willing to call tie trade off, 
but Demas had become too much attached 
to the dime to let it go that easy. Mr. 
Wilder remonstrated. 

Wilder did all he could, it is said, to 
avo.d a difficulty and tried to make the 
infuriated dago stop. This seems to have 
inveigled Demas into the error that he 
was a Fitzsimmons or a Corbett and he 
finally wound up one of his profane tirades 
by striking at Mr. Wilder. 

Wilder stepped back, and, seeing that 
he was not only being abused beyond en- 
durance, but was also about to be as- 
saulted on the highway, he drew a pistol 
and when he did so the weapon was dis- 
charged. 

The ball struck at the dago’s feet and 
glanced on the sidewalk pavement. If 
Wilder did shoot at Demas, he aimed very 
low. 

At first Demas told the police officers 
that Wilder did not shoot at him, but af- 
terwards changed his story and said Wilder 
did shoot at him. 

Wilder denies that he tnNed to shoot 
Demas. He says he drew the weapon 
merely to protect himself and that it went 
off before he was aware of it. 

Demas and Wilder were both placed un- 
der arrest and the cases will be investigat- 
ed by the recorder this afternoon.

The case will probably go to the jury this 
afternoon and a verdict will be expected 
before adjournment of court today. Mrs. 
Hamilton has applied for a total divorce 
from her hueand and preceedings are now 
pending before the superior court,

BURGLAR HARRIS REPENTANT. 


Writes Judge Candler That He Will 
Make Reparation. 

Nat Harris, the negro boy who was given 
& sentence of ten years in the penitentiary 
by Judge Candler a few days ago tog steai- 
ing a trunk from the union depot and who 
refused to tell where he had placed the 
goods, although he confessed his inno- 
cence, has at last repented and will aid the 
detectives in locating the stolen articles. 

Yesterday during the trial of Lon Eng- 
Hsh for murder, Harris was brought before 
Judge Candler to plead guilty to a second 
charge of trunk stealing from the union 
depot. The contents of the trunk were 
valued at $300, which makes the total 
amount stolen by the negro $1,500. 

While in court yesterday he was defiant 
and said he would not tell any one what 
he had done with the goods. Judge Cand- 
ler suspended sentence until Saturday, but 
he intimated to the negro that he could 
expect the limit of the law. 

Late yesterday afternoon Harris wrote a 
note to Judge Candler in which he stated 
that he had repented of his wrong doing 
and was willing to aid the detectives in 
finding the articles he had stolen. He ask- 
ed Judge Candler to delay imposing gen- 
tence until the Jast day of the present term 
of court in order to give the negro time 
to fully accomplish the work or restora- 
tion, 

It is probable that Judge Candler will 
grant this request, as he stated last night 
that he had ween severe on the negro and 
had delayed imposing the sentence because 
he hoped that it might have the effect of 
causing him to reflect on his crime and 
the outcome,

TRIAL FOR LIFE 

The Entire Day Was Conan in the 
Criminal Court Yesterday. 

MANY WITNESSES TESTIFY 


Court Did Not Adjourn Until 10.30 
O'Clock Last Night. 


THE PRISONER MAKES HIS STATEMENT 


This Morning Solicitor Hill Will Make 
Concluding Argument—Verdict 
Expected Today. 


—— 


| ON ENGUISH was placed on trial 


yesterday in the superior criminal 
court before Judge Candler, charged 
with the murder of William Brown. The 
jury in this case last week could not agree 
and the trial yesterday made the second 
time that the defendant had been on trial 
tor his life. 
The entire day was consumed in the ‘n- 


troduction of testimony by the state and 


the defense. The testimony closed yester- 
day afternoon and arguments were made 
by Frank O’Brien for the state ana Lowry 
Arnold and Reuben Arnold for the defense. 
Court adjourned at 16:30 o’clock last night. 
The concluding argument will be made this 
morning by Solicitor Hill and the case will 
go to the jury by 10 o’clock. 

Court convened at 8:30 o’clock in the 
morning and the trial was entered into al- 
most immediately. The prosecution was 
represented by Solicitor Charley Hill, 
Mr. Frank Arnold and Mr. Frank O’Brien. 
English was represented by Messrs. Reu- 
ben Arnold and Lowry Arnold, of the firm 
of Arnold & Arnold. 

After both sides had announced ready 
Judge Candler announced that «he would, if 
possible, finish: the case In one day, even 
holding court until! midnight, if necessary. 
Some difficulty was encountered in securing 
ajury. It was a noticeable fact that many 
of the gentlemen who asked to be excused 
Stated that they were opposed tv capital 
punishment. 

The evidence was much the same as that 
offered in the previous trial. The rule was 
enforced during the trial and the witnesses 
blocked the hallway leading to the court 
during the entire day. The evidence of 
Charley ‘Brown, a son of William Brown, 
for the murder of whom English was tried, 
was to the effect that his father was quar- 
reling with the Thompson boys when Eng- 
lish struck him from behind with a pick. 
3rown said no notice was given his father 
of tha intended blow. 

In opposition the defense introduced a 
number of witnesses who attempted to im- 
peach the evidence of Charley Brown. The 
state introduced Dr. Hancock, who testi- 
fied that he had examined the body of the 
dead man about two weeks ago, and found 
from the marks on the skull that the blow 
had been struck from the rear. 

The defense then introduced the grave- 
digger whe exhumed the body. He siated 
that he, -too, saw the skull and when the 
physicians said the blow had been struck 
from the rear, he ventured the opinion that 
the marks on the skull showed differently. 
The gravedigger said he was then ordered 
away from the grave by the physicians. 

The state showed by their witnesses that 
the deceased was mild of manner, peace- 
able, brave and true to his friends, while 
the defense showed he was continually 
quarreling, was quick-tempered and was 
qa violent man. 

The killing occurred last August, near 
Bolton, where the men were engaged work- 
ing the roads. English struck Brown with 
the flat side of a pick on the left side of 
the head. This wound produced the death 
of Brown about one week later. 

The trial yesterday was evenly divided. 
The. state’s evidence was given in the 
morning, the witnesses for the defense 
testified during the afternoon, and after 
supper the attorneys argued the case be- 
fore the jury.

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Child Study as ‘Discussed 
by an Able Educator 


In reply to the question as to the princl- 
ple and strength of child study and its ad- 
yisability as a study, Mrs. Eva Hampton 
Prather writes the following explicit and 
gnteresting article: 

“] have forgotten in what volume I once 
found an educator compared to a setter 
afield. but I remember that it was at the 
beginning of a chapter and that I closed 


the book and drew a long breath to take in 


the full color and charm of that breezy 
ure—the all-alertness of it. Even now 
‘the remembrance serves me as an inspira- 
ion in the running down of such small jn- 
‘tellectual game as may fall in the way of 
go busy and so secluded a hunter as my- 
geif. 

“Now I do not know that we may hope 
to reform the whole human race through 
child study, but I am eure {hat greater 
progress in comrron things is possible to 
those teachers who understand not only the 
facts to be lodged, but also the capacity 
and the retentive power of the -vessels 
which are to receive them, and I am still 
gurer that the majority of mothers need 
to wake up to the necessity of the hour, to 
straight minds as well as straight shoul- 
ders for their girls, strong morals as well 
as strong lungs, and graceful souls as well 
as graceful extremities, in order that they 
may contend successfully with the new con- 
ditions of life in the twentieth century; and 
I know of nothing that will bring them 
more quickly to that realization than the 


application of those simple experiments in | 


psychology which are within reach of or- 
dinary everyday folks. 

“Mothers, however busy they may be, 
and teachers, however full their pro- 
grammes, should find out early what little 
Lucy is interested in—whether she cares 
most for things or persons, and if for 
things, a gradual interest in the misfor- 
tunes of other human beings should begin 
to be supplied in order that she may not 
develop into a crue}, selfish, hardened wo- 


‘man of forty; but of for persons, it should 


be made a healthful interest counterbal- 
anced by a division of interest’ in things for 
their value to persons, that she may not 
become a morbidly unselfish and senti- 
mental tool in the hands of the umscrupu- 
lous. 

“It is easier, too, to make a good man 
than to make a brilliant man; yet we find 
instructors expending a great deal ef en- 
ergy in failing to accomplish the more re- 
mote and dubious, while the possible and 
certainly valuable is near at hand. To make 
good children in the sense of sound chil- 
dren is certainly as great a part of our bus- 
iness as educators (I feel it to be a far 
greater part), as to drill them thoroughly 
in Latin syntax or in English history. To 
rear a sound human being, however, the 
highest motive must be constantly supplied, 
and that during a long period of gradual 
development. We have all been witnesses 
of those curious transformations taking 
place in the shallow children.of weak pa- 
rents under the influence of a strong teach- 
er, and have wondered at the return of 
60me to idle habits and a muck-rake phi- 
losophy and the happy continuance of oth- 
ers in the paths of righteousness aS s00n 45 
that infiuence was withdrawn. But why 
continue to look and wonder, 
important to find the cause? And neither 
the motive which iS wanting nor the cause 
of its absence will ever be found by those 
who wil! not take the time to make Qili- 
gent study of the human being during the 
years of his mental growth. To supply the 
highest motive continuously the whole child 
must ba, known, not by one, but by all of 
his instructors, including his own mother. 

“I have before me the letter of a fellow 


. teacher whose business is the instruction of 


young girls in English history and ltera- 
ture, 

‘*T read your child study paper,’ it reads, 
‘and I thought there might be some good 
points in it, though I am not myself inter- 
ested in the subject. It might be of great 
worth to kindergartners and primary 
teachers.’ 

“Though my own specialty is the teach- 
ing of four or five Latin classics, I am 
yet very deeply interested in that ex peri- 
mental psychology which we eall child 
study in order that we may broaden the 
field of observation by keeping among the 
observers those persons who perchance 
might be driven out of our ranks by the 
very learned sound of the more scientific 
term. My first interest was awakened 
by seeing, just under the caption and date 
in The New Bngland Journal of Bducation 
of February, 1894, this paragraph:

“Many teachers tell me that they have 
no time for this study, yet in 1895 a great 
deal of valuable work was done in this di- 
rection by the regular public school forte 
of San Franc'seo, numbering 900 teachers 
to 36,000 pupils.

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( well to emulate was the examination of 


3,000 pupils by Miss Schallenberger, of 
Leland Stanford university, to show the 
gtadual development in the idea of pun- 
ishment between the ages of six and six- 
teen, 

“The child study section of the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, under the direction of 
Mrs. Nelson, is, I am told, devoting much 
time to the progress of expert work in 
experimental psychology. It seems.to me 
that had I no more than one little child 
of my own I would become a member of 
that section.

Employee. 


A new and important system has been 
adopted by the Atlanta postoffice. In- 
stead of keeping a clerk to register the 
time of every empioyee in the bnilting, the 
work will hereafter be done by an auto- 
matic time recorder. 

Postmaster Smyth yesterday received a 
letter notifying him that two time record- 


| ers had been shipped to Atlanta for use in 


The recorders 
are automatic registers, with a clock work 
arrangement. Every emploree is provided 
with a key and when he goes on duty in 
the morning he will simply put the key 
in the keyhole of the clock, give it a turn 
and take it out, The recorder does the 
rest. On a plain white sheet the exact mo- 
ment of turning the key is impressed, also 
the number of the employee. 

The t'me recorders are in use in nearly 
all parts of the country except Atlanta. 
Very few are used here except in the large 
factories. Where hands are worked by the 
hour or paid for their time instead of by 
the day, the automatic recoreers are in- 
valuable. There car. be no mistake and 
no disputes when pay day comes. The 
recorder shows the exact minute the em- 
ployee begins work in the morning and 
the minute of leaving in the afternoon. 

The use of the time recorders in the 
postoffice will dispense with the necessity 
of having a clerk to cali the roll of the 
men every morning and keep ng a record 
of their time. 

Postmaster Smyth is delighted with h's 
two automatic clerks. He says they wil) 
furnish him with a complete record of 
how well the employees of the government 
perform their duties.
